Our duty to the 
Empire is to see that by no action of 
ours is its power weakened or diminish- 
ed^ even if its maintenance requires sac- 
rifices upon our part of our apparent 
self-interest. .The Empire's duty to tho 
world is to see that tbo sacred trust of 
illimitiihlo power is never exercised in 
tbo lust of rapind or dominion, Oiowover 
much these may seem to minister to its 
glory or its (wealth

federal constitution, should lie highly iu- 
tereuting to everyone on this less ad- 
vanced continent.

A .SEX'S E OF DUTY. 



'Sir Edmund Barton, in bis speech on 
'Friday, made the remark that the guid 
itig principle among British .nations is 
devotion to duty, and that so lo: 
wo continue to direct our conduct by a 
sense of duty the British Empire is safe. 
"What is truth?" said jesting Pilate, and 
would not stay for an answer. Xot in 
that spirit of bitter irony, ibut in a spirit 
of reverence for this great motive pow- 
er, a sense of duty, we may be permit- 
ted to ask tho question as to what is 
is. The popular conception of duty is 
that it is something separate from, and; 
where antagonistic, superior to s.'lf- ; ;,-i 
terest. 'Whatever a man will rlo with- 
out consulting his self-interest, ho does 
from a sense of duty, llis duty may be 
also his self-interest, but it is not be- 
cause it is so, that be does it. There is 
a school of thought which has declared 
as axiomatic that the primary motive 
power of all human action is individual 
self-interest. Its members do not prove 
this, it is riot susceptible of proof. They 
simply declare that it is inconsistent 
with the nature of man that there should 
'be any other original motive. Con- 
fronted with tho fact that many indi- 
viduals act without, directly or indirect- 
ly, consulting their self-interest, they ex- 
plain this somewhat after the follow- 
ing fashion: Originally every man d'd 
what -coined good in his own eyes. Ex- 
perience, however, gradually taught 
'mankind that what seemed aweet in the 
present was often bitter in the long run. 
Tims a body of rules, instincts, or ideas, 
emerged which represented the enlight- 
ened ultimate self-interest of mankind, 
and the individual sacrifices bis self-in- 
terest to these from what he calls r 
sens,, of duty. 'Duty .under this explan- 
ation becomes a sort of ultimately bene- 
ficial illusion. The popular mind has 
never been convinced that this analysis 
of duty is the true one. This is fortun- 
ate, because if it -were accepted, peo- 
ple would cease to act from a sense Of 
duty altogether. There is no di.scovt.r- 
a'blc logic to the ordinary man in acting 
(from a sense of duty where duty coa- 
flicts with self-interest, if he believes 
that duty is simply an illusion super- 
imposed upon the real motivo power. In 
addition, it would seem very remark- 
able if a force such ns duty capable of 
superseding self-interest, could have 
(been evolved from the exercise and re- 
cognition of tho motivo which it tran- 
scends. Doubtless this analysis of duty 
leads to a clearer perception of the ulti- 
mate co-ordination of our duty with 
self-intorcst. It i 0aj elucidate tho 
metbod by which the conflicting motives 
of human action converge .upon their 
predestined end, (but it does not define

As the 
Times says in reviewing his reception 
in France": "French-Canadians are per- 
fectly well acquainted with the peculiar 
advantages they enjoy as citizens of the 
Dominion. They have preserved their 
language; their social customs, and their 
■religious creed as they could not have 
hoped to do if they bad cast in their 
lot with the progressive and levelling 
Communities that have been fused to- 
gether under the construction of the 
United States." But we confess Co being 
rather surprised that the Tunes should 
have ignored the fact that what now 
confronts the Colonies, and also the 
United Kingdom, is the easting in of 
itheir lot with a more progressive and 
i riioro levelling fusion than the United 
' States of America, namely, what some 
one has called "the United States of Im- 
perial Britain," but what we prefer to 
call the British Empire. lAs Sir Ed- 
mund Barton said, Canada and Aus- 
tralia have outgrown the name of colony. 
The way in which this problem affects 
ninny, not by any means all, of our 
French compatriots is well put in an ar- 
ticle in the Repttblique ot 'Paris, signed 
'UL French-Canadian." He says: "Im- 
perialism, as understood by the head of 
the Colonial olHce, simply sets the very 
political existence of Canada at stake. 
Canada *s adhesion to such an Imperial- 
ism need not be considered. If Mr. 
Chamberlain ever attempted to force the 
French-Canadians and the Liberal Eng- 
lish Canadians, it would soon be seen 
wnnt weight should be attached to

of virile decisions, a truth Mr. Chamber- 
lain well knows, and which be will, ac- 
cordingly, not venture to test.

Australian Premier's Patriotic 
Words at the Board of 
Trade Dinner. 



'Following is the full text of tho in- 
spiring and eloquent address by Sir Ed- 
mund Barton at the Board of Trade 
dinner on Friday evening: 

'Mr. Chairman, Admiral Bickford and 
Goutlemen: I thank you with a full 
heart for the kind and ringing 'welcome 
you have given, a welcome in which I 
know those who have accompanied me .n 
a long and not a weary journey heartily 
share. Having traveled now from end 
to end of Canada, 1 am sure it will not 
dampen the ardor of your fellowship 
"when I tell you that Ave have 'been re- 
vived in the same kindly spirit in all 
parts of our sister Dominion, and every- 
day that we have lived in your country 
has led us to wonder why it could ever 
have been supposed (if it has been sup- 
posed) that anything could arise at any 
time to sunder them apart. (Applause.) 
There is the same spirit, there is the 
same ancestry, there are the same condi- 
tions, of which we are all alike proud, 
and of which we are partners; and there 
is the same history to appeal to when 
we want to know what it is right to do. 
(Hear, hear.) 

I think wo' shall always know, as re- 
gards the country which gave us origin, 
what it is right to do when duty is de- 
manded of us. (Hear, hear.) And I 
think also that none of us would ever 
ibo proud to be severed from the Innl 
whose ideal is summed up in that great 
word "duty." At any rate, I, having 
joined lately in a rather memorable 
gathering of the representatives of dif- 
ferent parts ot the Empire, can bring 
you the pleasing message that there is 
no discoverable sign of any impending 
weakness of any of our ties.

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THIRTEEN CENT STAMP. 

P'llted States to Issue One With Unlucky 
Number. 

As soon' as tile die-proof of the first of 
the new series of Halted Stales postage 
stamps is approved by the Post master-Gen- 
eral, plates will be made and the stamp 
Issued to the public. Its denomination Is 
thirteen cents; Benjamin Harrison occupies 
tiie centre of the Held. 

Tills will be the Brst thlrteen-cent stamp 
ever Issued bv the United States: up to 
1879 a stamp of the value or seven cents 
hail been in use ten years, but was discon- 
tinued when the rate ot" foreign postage 
was reduced to five cents. The new Har- 
rison stamp will be little used In domestic 
I malls. Its issuance is the outgrowth of the 
I Increased foreign registration service; It 
will cover the postage and registration fee 
] upon a letter weighing one-half ounce any- 
; where within t lie limits of the Postal 
Union, which now Includes practically all 
I the organized nations of the world. 
' In addition to the usual "United States 
] of America" and "IV stage Thirteen Cents," 
the Inscription "Series of l!Kr2," together 
with ■•Harrison" and figures giving tho 
elate or bis birtli and death, appears upou 
tho design. 

After the thirteen cent stamp will come 
the Hew four-cent. This will not continue 
to bear the features of President Lincoln, 
I but those of Gen. Grant. These two Pres- 
tdents change places. Grant appears on the 
four und Lincoln will later have a place 
j on the live. There will be something ot 
I a shaking up 1 it the postal gallery of no- 
tables when this new sivles is completed. 
Commodore Perry, who has for a score of 
years occupied the central oval on the 
one-dollar stain)) — rarely seen' by the gen- 
eral public — Is to be superceded by Ad- 
miral Fnrragut. General Will. am Tecum- 
seh Sherman, who for many years has fig- 
ured on tho eight-cent stamp. iPsvippcors 
entirely from the series. Ills place will be 
taken upon the stamp of that denomina- 
tion by Martha Washington. 

I't has been supposed bv some persons 
that Martha Washington was the first wo- 
man honored with a position upon 11 United 
'St pes postage stamp. It is recalled;! bow- 
ever, that the Columbian series, fssued in 
commemoration of the World's Fair, con- 
tained a portrait «t Queen Isabella of 
Spain, appearing with that of Christopher 
'Coluffifbus on the four-dollar P nomination. 
Gen. Sherman, while lie disappears from 
the stamp series, is not wholly forgotten. 
He succeeds to the place now held by Gen. 
Grant on the return postal card.

ALBERT MEMORIAL. 

Palling Into Disrepair and Will Be 
Bestored. 

The Albert Memorial In Hyde Park, which 
has not been thoroughly overhauled since 
It \yas completed in 1S72. has fallen into 
great disrepair. 'Che Mosaics, gildings, 
etc., are In very bad condition. The mem- 
orial is now .surrounded by scaffolding, it 
has been examined by experts, and will be 
thoroughly restored.' 

An examination has revealed the fact 
that the memorial bears evidence of the 
late Queen Victoria's love and esteem for 
her consort 10' a greater extent than was 
ever expected. At 11 meeting at tile Mau- 
-■■lou House in 1802. for tlie purpose of or- 
ga ilziug suhserlptlons for a national mera- 
orial to Prince Albert, tile voluntary con- 
tributions amounted to £00,000. Parliament 
voted £50.000. 

Queen Victoria then announced that she 
would personally contribute to the fund for 
the erection of the memorial, in order "that 
it might be recounted In future ages that 
It was raised by the Queen and people of 
a grateful country." Tlie amount of the 
Queen's contribution was not divulged at 
that time, but It was generally understood 
to be £10.000. making the total cost 
fl20,000. An examination now shows that 
the memorial probilblj covt about £500,000. 

Everything for the restoration of the 
memorial will have to be specially made. 
Just as everything used in Its construction 
was. The cost of the repairs to tlie mem- 
orial Is estimated at between £8,000 nnd 
£10,000
